He 
spoke of the need of friendship be- 
tween Germany and America because 
of the bond of blood between them. 
To further this friendship he sug- 
gested the exchange of American and 
German university students in a 
manner similar to that of English in-

underground passages, where for a dollar 
or so cash customers may feel superior 
and “get a kick” from the degradation of 
a fellow-human. 7 

The local Chinatown is just itself and 
always has been; it makes no money pre- 
tending to be wicked. It is composed of 
a group of self-respecting Cantonese, en- 
gaged in various business ventures, whose 


habits of life are much like our own, who 


drink a little more tea’ and considerably 
less gin; many of whose menfolk engage 
in the exciting pastime of poker or its 


Chinese equivalent; mah jongg with strict- 


ly Chinese rules; dominoes, dice, chess; 
battledore and shuttlecock, which they 
play with their feet; bean games and the 
lottery—with much emphasis on the lat- 
ter when the police are active elsewhere. 

Chinese women never play games of 
chance with men for money; bridgé is un- 
known at luncheons and teafests. 


Never Dull 


Of course, Chinatown is never dull; 


there are always the tongs to keep it on 
the qui-vive. | 
Two Chinese have told me two different 


stories about the tongs. One version re- 


lates that four wanderers met in a wild, 
desolate section of China and threw in 
their lot together. One had tea, another 


rice, another water and another a flint 


with which to strike a blaze. Pooling

their stores, they reached civilization, 


where they formed the Four Families 
tong, the first of the many now in exis- 
tence. The other version has it that tongs 
were never heard of in China; that the 
Chinese formed them to protect them- 
selves during the building of the Central 
Pacific Ratflroad in the Northwest, and 
that the present tongs have evolved from 
that struggling band of men who fought 
their way inch by inch through the treach- 
erous mountains, laying track as they 
fought. 


‘he lacail tongs are not difficult to lo- 

e in Chinatown. On Apablasa street, 
in three cheerful red houses with flower- 
bedecked balconies and pagoda columns, 
the Bing Kongs have their headquarters. 
At present they are most powerful in local 
circles and it is reported that two weaker 
tongs have joined them for protection. 
The Hop Sings, another strong tong, have 
their headquarters in North Los Angeles 
street, across from the Plaza and on Na- 
pier street the Four Families, a weaker 
organization, is domiciled. There are oth- 
ers of less importance also scattered 
through the little triangle. It is said that 
at the head of these tongs are old men, 
who give out instructions to the younger 
ones and that lots are drawn to decide 
which of the young ones must accom- 
plish a certain mission. It is a well- 
known fact that few convictions for Chi- 
nese crimes have ever resulted in Ameri- 
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ean courts; a conspiracy of silence on the 
part of Chinese witnesses results in dis- 
missal of the case nine times out of ten. 
An exception to this was the recent tong 
murder in Santa Barbara,.which ended in 


a conviction of a Chinese because of the. 


presence of American witnesses. 


His Beat 


Sergt. W. Pomeroy, whose 6ft. Zin. has 
been towering over the mild, little Chinese 
of Chinatown since 1915 and who is ex- 
tremely keen about his beat, declares that 
the Chinese have a peculiar characteris- 
tic: they take on the atmosphere of the 
place they happen to live. “I know every 
Chinese by sight and business, if not by 
name,” says Sergt. Pomeroy. “If a stran- 
ger blows into Chinatown, I can tell in- 
stantly where he comes from, whether 
from Santa Barbara, Fresno, Bakersfield, 
San Francisco or other northern points. 
It is very quiet down here just now; the 
tongs are temporarily peaceful; business 
is good and the women and children are 
happy and contented. Many families have 
moved away from Chinatown; it is shrink- 
ing and more and more there is talk of 
migration back to China. I shall feel 
homeless when my Chinese friends and 
acquaintances leave me.” 

All of us who have lived in Los Angeles 
for several years know the merchants of 
Chinatown. We know the twinkling eyes 


of F. Sule One, the taciturnity of Quong 


Yuen Lung, the superior manner of the 
proprietors of the Asiatic Company, and 
the noncommittal attitude of Chew Chong. 
We would no more think of buying in- 
cense, ginger or tea elsewhere than we 
would think of going to a hardware shop 
for our lingerie. All of us have oriental 
objects d’ art in our homes that fit into 
the scheme of the other furnishings about 
like an early American bed in a Louis XV 
boudoir. 


Merchants 


These merchants know us also; they 
can tell whether we are going to Jew 


_ them down or pay what they ask before 


we say a word, and as we can no more 
understand their Chinese markings than 
we can the wire, bead and board system 
with which they add up the figures of our 
purchases, we never argue with them— 
after we have satisfied ourselves we have 
our money's worth. Thousands of dallars 
cross their counters each year and\ at 
Christmas they reap a golden harvest ahd 
look thoroughly thinned out for the next 
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few months. Sometimes in the lantern 
season they run to gay lanterns and some- 
times in the fan season to fans, but these 
are mostly for their own trade ‘and only 
embarrass us when we decide to decorate 
with lanterns and are told the “season is 
over.“ 

What fun we have speculating about 
these mandarins, whose names sound like 
the jingle of sleighbells on a frosty night. 
How do they live and where? Have they 
another family in China? Do they like 
us or are they making fun of us? What 
is upstairs over their shops? Why are 
they so unc nicative? Is it true their 
beds are also their stoves? What do 
they eat? Where are their wives and 
children? 

Now all this is passing; Chinatown as 
we know it today will be entirely gone or 
changed beyond recognition in another ten 
years; our speculations will soon be over 
and our trips into an oriental country” 
will belong to the past. Until a few years 
ago, the Chinese leased their places of 
business and residence for several years 
in advance; no longer; now most of them 
rent only from month to month. 


Disappearing 


Those quaint old figures moving noise- 
lessly about the narrow streets of China- 
town on soft-soled slippers; long-tailed 
jumpers and round hats are disappearing; 
some of them already rest in family ceme- 
teries in China; others lie in the quaint 
Chinese cemetery in that corner devoted 
to them between Eastern and Humphreys 
avenue on the east side of town, pot far 
from the Evergreen cemeteries. . 

They are going—these old men with 
their oriental philosophy of life turning on 
the wheel until man shall at last achieve 
perfection; their superstitions are still 
with them, but less and less do they kow- 
tow to Buddha, Confucius or Lao-tze. 
No longer do they worship at the shrines 
of “Long Life,” “Happiness,” “Offspring,” 
“Ancestors,” “Agriculture,” “Heaven,” 
“Earth,” “Rain,” “Sunshine;” they are 
even forgetting that the bat means Happi- 
ness, the peacock Good Luck, the peach 
Long Life, the pomegranate Many Chil- 
dren, the dragon Power. 


In America they go less and less often 
to the Joss House except at New Year's 
time, when all old debts must be paid. 
Older women go sometimes on feast days 
to recite the prayers written on tablets of 
brass and lacquer, extending from floor to

Anti-Red 


Kingham Chandler, an earnest young 
man at the Nationalist headquarters in 
Chinatown, where a portrait of the great 
Republican leader, Sun-Yat-Sen, looked 
benevolently down upon us, explained his 
anxiety that Americans would not under- 
stand China’s relations with the Russian 
Bolshevik. He said: “China is not Bol- 
shevik; she must remain friendly with 
Russia; she dare not incur her enmity; 
the Nationailsts in China are educated 
aen; they can see the dangers in soviet- 
ism; they accept the aid of the Bolshevik 
exactly as America accepted the assist- 
ance of Lafayette.” | 

Anna May Wong and her brother took 
me to dinner at the Grand View Gardens 
in Chinatown, and in three hours with 
them I learned more of the local colony 
than in all the years I have spent wandér- 
ing about wondering why I could find 
nothing. |

We have no right to invade the privacy 
of the studios and laboratories of those who 
have already chosen their specialties. Con- 
sidering the opportunities it is astonishing 
that every human being is not a specialist in 


this or that line, collecting a working library - 


of books, documents, elippings, pamphlets. 
monographs and whatever there is to be had 
on his own particular subjects.

California could well protect all wild life, 
save perhaps certain known ravagers, as 
“bad” bears, wolves, cougars. Not all 
wolves: are detrimental to game contry, for 
some wolves are destroyers of destructive ro- 
dents. We know so little about individuality 
of the wild creatures that people think every 
wolf is destructive—and the government 
killers act on this popular notion. 

But when the coyotes are all killed off, 


‘rabbits, squirrela and other far more de- 


structive creatures multiply, and then the 
government killers have a poison campaign 


to make up for their trapping and other de- 


struction of beneficial wildcats, coyotes, 
wolves and the like. 

Not one animal should be killed without 
proof positive that it is a criminal, or an 
outlaw, doing more damage than it does 
good. 

It is imposafble to list even the beginnings 
of specialization now apparent in just this 
local district of Los Angeles.

Among the specialists are 
those who seek locations, good places for 
story scenes. These hunters are an example 
for every one who owns either a vest pocket 
camera, or one of those new 1000th of a 
second 2-something lens machines at $260 
per. If every one who takes a photograph 
would give thought to the subject, to the 
pose, to the background, to the light, to the 
story to be told by the printed paper, instant- 
ly the historical and art interest and value 
of the millions of snapshots and stills taken 
in California would be quadrupled. The fact 
that young men and women are paid hand- 
some salaries merely for finding good places 
to shoot scenes indicates one of the profits 
of specialization. A friend of mine began 
taking pictures of fur-bearing animals, and 
fur catchers. In less than ten years he was 
the foremost worker in his line, and one pic- 
ture film he took was rated at $1000. He 
won this by specializing, studying one sub- 
ject instead of smattering himself all over 
the outdoor field.

It 
would take this many to give us a working 
library, a comprehensive set of information-

Want Solid Stuff 


A VERY interesting and illuminative re 
4 port on a survey recently conducted by 
he Radio Service Department of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture, brings 
out the popularity of the radio among farm- 
ers and shows that its claim rests largely 
on its value a8 a source of timely and de- 
pendable information, on agriculture. The 
estimate for 1926, made after a careful check, 
shows an increase in the number of radio 
sets installed on American farms amount- 
ing to 126 per cent above the number esti- 
mated for the year ending July, 1925. 

As part of the survey, the department 
sent out u questionnaire which gave the farm- 


— 


ers a chance to express their preferences 


as to type of program, and how they should 
be presented; their suggestions for improv- 
ing the service were also sought. According 
to Sam Rickard, Chief of Radio Service, at 
that time, and now secretary of the Federal 
Radio Commission, these replies showed 
that the American farmers prefer radio talk 
to music nearly two to one. They liked the 
educational farm programs, weather and 
market reports, political talks and current 
news. 


Farm work is planned according to the 


weather forecasts which can reach them 80 


promptly, by radio. The farmers reported 
definite savings in dollars and cents, due to 
the market reports. Stockmen declared 
they had larger and more profitable live- 
stock increases due to the adoption of better 
practices outlined over the radio. The far- 
mer's wife appreciated and benefited by the 
talks dealing with home economics. In fact, 
practically all phases of farm life were 
touched upon in the report, and the re- 
- quests for programs dealt with a range of 
subjects which included road improvements, 
insect and rodent control, treating of fence 
posts, making charcoal, all crops and live- 
stock problems, and fox farming. One farm- 
er asked for information on whether or 
not to sell his farm! ;

A dozen years ago great quantities of or- 
anges and lemons were not only of no eco 
nomic value, but represented a loss since 
it cost at least $1 a toh to haul them away. 
Today this fruit is being used. in various 
ways and returns an average of $12 a ton 
to the grower, according to a recent pub- 
lication of the United States Department 
of Agriculture on citrus by-products. © 


About twelve years ago a branch laborato- 
ry of the Federal Bureau ot Chemistry in Los 
Angeles began to develop processes for re- 
covering citric acid, oil, pectin, juice and 
pulp from oranges and lemons. At times 
even marketable fruit is used for the pro- 
duction of by-products when glutted mar- 
kets and low prices bring profits “into the 
red.” It is estimated that 30 per cent of 
culls. 


Citrus growers of Southern California, 
through the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, are operating two by-products 
plants, one for lemons at Corona and one 
for oranges at Ontario. Many commercial 
plants as well use la quantities of cull 
fruit. Last yaar one plant manufactured 
approximately 2.000. pounds of citric 
acid from about 40,0% tone of cull lemons. 
The growers netted? about $450,000 from 
the cull fruft: Another plant produced 
about 65,000 pounds of lemon oil valued at 
$70,000, and 30,000 pounds of peetin. One 
plant made about 50,000 pounds of orange 
ofl, valued at $100,000, from about 50,000 
tons of oranges.

Nowadays it is prepared ag a dairy cattle 
feed and is sold as wet -pulp at about a 
ton. 


The Laos Angeles Federal laboratory is 
now ‘working on a determination of the ex- 
act chemical differences between oils made 
in California and those made from Euro- 
pean citrus fruit. It is believed that the 
research work will enable California manu- 
facturers to utilize oils from orange and 
lemon peel for all the purposes for which 
European oils are used. About five pounds 
of oil can be pressed from the peels of a 
ton of lemons. All such studies looking to 
the elimination of waste through utiliza- 
tion of all fruit the grower may produce are 
helping to put the citrus industy on a more 


secure and profitable basis.

YUCAIPA.—Peach growers from this die- 
trict had the satisfaction of hearing many 
fine tributes to the quality of their fruit at 
a recent banquet given by the Quality 
Peach Growers of Yucaipa, attended by 
more than 150 persons. Representatives 
from many large produce companies were 
present, including houses in Los Angeles, 
San Diego, and Phoenix, Ariz. A. Barker, 
president of the Barker-Miller L 
Company, of Phoenix, Tucson, and t 
Ariz. is quoted as sgying that the Yucaipa 

peach was the best one shipped into his 
State. According to W. D. Bosch, one of the 
epeakers, there are 1500 acres of peaches 
and plums in the valley and over 400 acres 
have been set out to peaches this year, 
many orchardists having removed apple 
trees and set out peache# in their place.

Co-Operative Buying Is 


Found Practical 


ADELANTO.—An interesting experiment 
in co-operative dealing is being carried on 
by residents of the poultry colony in this 
San Bernardino county community. The lo- 
cal association is now more than a year old 
and is the outgrowth of a preliminary or- 
ganization, whose experiences have played 
not a little part in the working out of pres- 


ent methods. 


A distinctive feature of the earlier organ- 
ization was that the feed store maintained 
by the association from the first charged 
retail prices, these having been approxi- 
mately the same as those pal by purchas- 
ers in Victorville and other near-by centers. 
However, since the store was operated on a 
non-profit basis, there accumulated a sur- 
plus, which was distributed quarterly in 
the form of a credit rebate. This represent- 
ed the difference between the actual cost 
and the price paid when purchases were 
made at retail, so poultrymen were gradu- 
ally buying an equity of value in proportion 
to the volume of their purchases. The re- 
bate credit the records show averaged 
about 8 per cent and at the same time the 
store accumulated a surplus of several hun 
dred dollars. 

When the preliminary organization, felt 
that it had accumulated sufficient data as 
to volume of sales, cost of operation and 
the like the Adelanto Poultry Association 
was formed. This is the permanent organi. 
gation and is operated under a trust agree 
ment. Shares in the association in denom- 
mat ons of $10 are issued bi-annually in ac- 
cord with the rebates which a member has 
earned. All of the rebates of the original 
store have been taken over by the associa- 
tion and stock has been issued to cover the 
amount involved. In thie way each member 
is represented in proportion to the 2 
he is buying. ...

ree, years. from the date on each 
share of stock, it is planned that this fs- 
sue will be called In at par value. The idea 
in mind ie that the ‘association shall not ac 
cumulate a large non-active membership. 

The fund that has accumulated, and ex- 
pectation of future accumulation under thé 
plan formulated, has prompted the associa- 
tion to contract for the erection of a ware 
house with capacity sufficient to hold sever- 
al carloads of feed. Construction of this 
building is expected to begin in the near 
future, a site having already been acquired. 
The plan is eventually to handle eges and 
poultry for the producers. Inasmuch as the 
Victor Valley is now receiving many esse 
shipped in from outside points, the expecta- 
tion is that the co-operative association will 
be able to supply the valley with eggs that 
are “home grown.”

versity and the poultrymen of this county. 

This laboratory is expected to be of great 
assistance to those interested in determin- 
ing the causes of disease in poultry flocks 
and the remedies for various troubles. Next 
year the Bureau hopes to make a thorough 
study of poultry feeding. 

In outlining the program of the depart- 
ment, as given, Mr. Castle called attention 
to the fact that it had no reference to the 
great amount of time given to farm-call work, 
or field work. While wide-spread interest is 
evidenced’ by the good attendance at the vari- 
ous meetings, a great deal of direct help 
is given the poultryman with respect to in- 
dividual problems when representatives from 
the Farm Bureau visit poultry plants and 
give first-hand advice. There is less dem- 
onstrational work planned this year than 
last because so much time is being given to 
these field visits. ; 

Mr. Castle says most of the year’s live- 
co ee work will have to do with dairy cow 
problems. Six cow testers are working on 
the cow-testing project, under the direction 
of the Farm Bureau. The fact that fully 
10,000 dairy cows are on test in Los An- 
geles county, reveals a greater interest in 
this work here than in any other section of 
the United States, Mr. Castle says. The us- 
ual dairy cow competition is being carried 
on this year in connection with the testing 
work. 


The Farm Bureau is much interested in | 


the work that is being done in the control 
of contagious diseases among dairy cattle, 
and in its work is laying stress on the im- 
23 of sanitation and feeding for vital

Then we tarn to another lesson—How We 
Prevent. And here also are the clear illus- 
trations, conveniently at hand. Up the East 
Fork of the Devil Canyon stream a series 
of check-dams have been built, thanks to 
San Bernardino’s water commissioners. One 
may look up the stream and see one after 
_another—there are eighty of these flood-con- 
trol dams altogether. And they are clev- 
er in construction, built with some variety 
in material, very often with a use of ma- 
terial.at hand that is both effective and ex- 
traordinarily economical. Moreover what 
these check dams are doing and how they 
are doing it, is also as plain as if in words 
of one syllable, and of as little tax on the 
intelligence as a movie caption. . 

In their construction, one is reminded a 
little of the way beavers have worked. There 
is a fence made of rather slender steel posts 
driven into the ground, Existing trees have 
not been disturbed; the fence passes some- 
times in front, sometimes behind the trees 
as it is stretched across the stream bed, 
but trees are not disturbed— they are util- 
ized. In front on these posts is woven-steel 
wire, looking very on like poultry wire— 
the torrents do the res 

Against the. ac cay as pile debris and 
then gravel until all is solid. During the 
last storms the waters piled stuff against 
some of the “fences” seven feet, literally 
building dams to hold themselves in check. 
The level of the water is raised, instead of 
ploughing a narrow bed, the water flow 
widens immensely, its velocity infinitely de- 
creased. The water falls over the barrier 
and is checked agaip by another dam. By 
the time the flood reaches the level of the 
farming region it is mild and fairly manag- 
able, not the terrific devastating force that 
might have brought ruin to the orchards.

Seven American men are continuous- 
jy employed, as are also a considerable num- 
ber of Mexicans. The Americans are fore- 
men of various operations during the har- 
vesting and rushes and at other 


times operate the four tractors, attend to 


the irrigation~and perform other duties. 
These men are comfortably housed and are 
more or less responsible at all times for the 
condition of the groves. The Mexican help 
have community quarters that more than 
meet with State Housing Law requirements. 

The tractor operations follow a sequence 


reflecting the ideas of the owner and the effi- 
cien¢y of the interlocking work is apparent. 
Mrs. Moore is, needless to say, a firm believer 
in the necessity for feeding her trées and each 
year sees some portion of the ranch planted 
to a cover crop for plowing under during 
January or early February. She can not be 
as liberal in the use of lima bean straw as 
a source of humus as was her husband, 
what with the material quoted at around $12 
a ton, baled, but she comes as close to his 
program in that respect as she says she 
“can afford,” and the benefits are apparent. 


FACILITIES IMPROVED 


Joseph Moore was among the firet to use 
artificial heat in the drying of walnuts and 
worked out a method of his own. He con- 
structed bins with perforated heating pipes 
running vertically through them. This ar- 
rangement served until 1919 when Mrs. 
Moore built a drying house of forty-ton ca- 
pacity in which the nuts can be dried in 
three days, or even in two, if the need 
arises. The heat is thermostatically con- 
trolled, eliminating ‘fire danger. With an 
average crop of a ton to the acre, er about 
375 tons a year, the problem of drying the 
ranch product is an important one, but with 
the facilities available, it is taken care of 
3 and with a minimum ot time and 
labor. 


In recent years it has been advocated that 
irrigation water be applied to walnuts as the 
soil needs it and not according to the calen- 
dar, and Mrs. Moore was naturally interest- 
ed in any such new method. Because she 
foresaw the time when the Mutual Water 
Company would be hard pressed at times to 
supply all requirements under such a prac 
tice, she put down her own sixteen-inch well 
to over 800 feet, installed a seventy-five 
horse-power electric motor and hooked this 

p with her pipe lines. Although owner of 

share of Mutual for each acre of her hold- 
ings and entitled to the use of Mutual water, 
she is now independent of all outside 
sources of water supply. 


And Mrs. Moore is not through improving 
her place. She says, too, that she hopes to 
increase her holdings from time to time 
when she can see an opportunity for profit 
in so doing. She is considering at this time 
a plan for branching out in citrus and avo- 
cado culture, as she believes the latter crop 
in particular offers possibilities in her le 
cality. Whatever she does purchase will al- 
ways be the best she can buy for the pur- 
pose she has in view, she declares, it being 
an axiom with her that the best is worth a 
premium. She paid $2700 an acre for the 
fifty-acre block acquired in 1922, but says 
returns have more than justified such a 
large outlay. 

Values have increased so rapidly in recent 
years that the original 200 acres bought for 
$1000 an acre ig said to have brought an 
offer of $3000 an acre during the past year, 
an offer refused by the owner. Mre Moore's 
careful management, the condition of her 
property, the known returns and the vision 
she has shown in planning for the future 
have all contributed to giving her large es- 
tate a high acreage Valuation. It is a far 
different situation in which she finds herself 
today than ten years ago when a $200,000 in- 
debtedness stared her in the face, and the 
fact that she.won her way to fortune 
through the production of crops alone is suf- 
ficient answer to some of the pessimism that

contract covers the risk, together with 
the faflure of the assured to read the poli- 
cy clauses. Naturally, local agents dislike 
being blamed for the mistakes of aesureds. 
Their usual “come-back” is: “Why didn’t 
the fellow read his contract?” And the 
policyholders alibi takes the form of: 1 
didn’t understand it that way.” Regard- 
less of which of the two is at fault, the ad- 
juster, as I have learned from experie 
is cast in the role of a messenger with bad 
news. 

My advice, boiled down, would be this: 
“Read Your Policy!” And, in giving it, I 
could pel ee that my words would 
serve intended purpose of bringing 
about a better understanding prior to, in- 
stead of subsequent to, some loss. 


Generally speaking, insurance is a good 
investment. Especially is it just that 
when the protection bought is of the right 
kind and later on a loss occurs. On the 
other hand, should you find yourself the 
possessor of a misfit policy following some 
sort ot loss, and learn that the company— 
for some one or more reasons—is denying 
lability, you'll wake up to the sad fact that 
your insurance is about as valuable as an 
old fashioned corkscrew in a corkless day 
and age. 

Live-stock accident insurance is a good 
buy providing the assured does not commit 
the error of assuming the policy covers 
against loss by death from any and all pos- 
sible causes. The fact that so many as- 


ity among breeders, ho 


sureds do believe thus is the main contribu- > 


ing cause for much of the present-day ar- 
guments at adjustment time. 
NO DISEASE COVERAGE 
Few there are who would confuse a 
straight life policy on man with a policy in- 
suring against accidental death only. 
But that is where policy holders of live- 


stock accident insurance make their usual 


mistake, and this misunderstanding of the 
coverage can be brought about only through 
failure to study the contract. The clause 
governing this phase reads— 

“But this company shall not be liable for 
loss arising from death of any animal when 
caused by disease.” 

The accident policy carried on your own 
life “pays out” for death caused by disease, 
providing the disease was contracted be- 
cause of some accident: but in event the in- 
sured animal dies from disease, regardless 
of how contracted, the insuring company is 
not Hable for the loss. The above clause, 
continuing, reads: 

“Even though it be claimed that the dis- 
ease resulting in death was contracted dur- 
ing transportation, or as the result of trans- 
portation.” 

The creators of live-stock accident insur- 
ance no doubt used as their guide the well- 
known accident coverage on the human fam- 
ily, for the live-stock policy follows a rath- 
er direct line of copy, as will be noted from 
the clause reading: 

“Insuring against loss from death wheu 
caused by fire, lighting, tornado, and/or ac 
cidental injury at all times and places. And 

against loss arising from death while in 
tramsit, caused by sinking, stranding; col- 
lision, and/or derailment.” 

e live-stock policy does not provide 
payment for loss of an eye, leg, tail Or 
hors. Funeral day is pay day. The out-go- 
ing bell of the insurance company cash reg- 


{ster rings only after the assured has pro- 


duced a death certificate. The viewpoint of 
the company *is: “Where there's  Iife, 
there's hope,” or, if not that exactly, 
“where there’s life no company liability is 


present.” 
WHAT YOU'LL GET 

The question is all too frequently asked: 
Will I collect the full amount of my insur- 
ance in event of loss, regardless of what 
sum my loss amounts to?!“ And there is but 
the one correct answer: 

Regardless of what amount of insurance 
shows on the policy, the sum you are en- 
titled too and will collect, is exactly that 
sum the loss has caused you to lose, pro- 
viding, of course, you have sufficient insur- 
ance available. 

The policy may read, “Ten thousand dol- 
lars on this or that,” the loss may be total, 
but if the loss amounts to any sum under 
$10,000, say. six thousand, all you will col- 
lect will be $6000. The four thousand ex- 
cess can be charged to overinsurance, and 
the premium costs for the needlees $4000 
may be put down to profit and loss, with 
profit entirely out of it. 

That's the usual penalty for overinsur- 
apce. In proof thereof, the policy reads 
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The accident policy on a man “pays out” 
for th to the extent of its full face value 
and the question of whether he his 


has any value never 
which some of ua perhaps, ought to appre 
ciate—but the live-stock policy liability is 
limited to the actual cash value of the ani- 


ur 
of death. And “cash value” means “cost to 
replace with like kind and quality.” Toa fl 
lustrate how sound values operate with live- 
stock insurance, both for and against the 
company and the assured— 


A. purchased a pure-bred bull, paying a 
price of one thousand dollars. He insured 
the animal for $1500. Later the bull was 
killed in an accident and it was proved that 
for A. to replace his loss with like kind and 
quality it would have cost $1500. When A. 
proved he lost a bull worth at time of death 
fifteeh hundred, he collected all of his insur- 
ance regardless of the fact the animal cost 
but a thousand. 

Then the reverse: B. paid $1500 for a bull, 
insured it for that amount, and on a cer- 
tain day during the life of the policy the 
animal was accidentally killed. The insur- 
ing company presented proof the dead ani- 
mal could have been replaced for $1000, so 
a thousand was the extent of the company’s 
liability therefore and the sum B. received 
from his insurance. 

What I have endeavored to explain is, 
that sound values supersede amounts of in- 
surance during the adjustment of loss 
claims. 


AS TO “DUAL INSURANCE” 


Most of us are acquainted with the story 
of Dr. Jeykll and Mr. Hyde, but few there 
are who have even a bowing acquaintance 
with dual insurance and its possible after- 
math—a risk where the assured has bought 
insurance protecting on the same subject 
from two or more companies. 

Bear in mind, if you haven't realized it, 
that one can collect only the actaal amount 
of dollars and cents loss sustained, regard- 
less of what sum of coverage has been 
bought and paid for. It may prove inter- 
esting and also enlightening to some to 
know of a clause contained in the standard 
livestock accident policy. The clause 
reads— 

“It is understood and agreed that if at 
the happening of any casualty the assured 
have any other insurance by policy con- 
tract or otherwise, covering within the lim- 
its of this policy, then in that case this 
policy shall not extend to cover the animals 
insured hereunder, except only so far as 
refers to any excess of value beyond the 
amount of such other insurance.“ 

The very important part about that 
clause is that your other policy, the one 
bought from company number two, reads ex- 
actly the same. Although all insurance loss- 
es are not adjusted in strict accord with 
the letter of the contract, they can be so ad- 
justed if and should the companies so elect. 

The safe method is to confine each sub- 
ject of insurance to just one cqmpany, neith- 
er under or over-insuring the actual sound 
value, while making certain the kind select- 
ed is the sort best fitting your insurance 
needs. 

In event you do elect to insure the same 
item with two or more companies, then play 
safe by obtaining written consent from each 
company for dual insurance. 

Although we adjusters claim for our- 
selves that we are impartial arbiters, the 
truth is, our first duty is to the company we 
represent on a loss adjustment, and the very 
first thing we look for is company liability. 
If that is present, we then proceed to “size 
up” the assured following, which we under- 
take to determine sound value relative to 
the subject of insurance, The fourth part of 
our labors is to make an estimate of salvage 
values—if there be any such remaining, and, 
last, to ascertain if there is sufficient insur- 
ance available to pay the loss. That's 
about all there is to it. 


They ve Proven Value 


of Testing

The Campbell Bros. Dairy Ranch at- 
fords an excellent illustration of the value 
of cow testing work in San Bernardino 
county. On this 58-acre ranch two miles 
east of Chino, a herd of 170 cows is main- 
tained, most of them being Holsteins, and 
the herd sires in use being of that breed. 
In the San Bernardino County Farm Bu- 
reau Cow Testing Association during the 
year 1925, this herd captured . first place 
tor herds of more than 31 cows, with a 
production of 452.9 pounds of butterfat 
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In addition to their Chino ranch, the 
Campbells now own the 2000-acre tract

near Buellton in Santa Barbara County 
known as the H-G Ranch or Harmony 
Dairy. Along with this recent land pur- 
chase was secured a fine herd of 130 head 
of purebred Ayrshire cattle, thirty 
head of horses, half of them fine saddle 
horses, together with a herd of Hampshire 
hogs. The new owners are planning to 
increase the dairy group on the place to 
300 head by the addition of a herd of Hol- 
steins, which will, however, be kept as an 
entirely separate unit from the Ayrshires. 
The Santa Barbara county ranch will be 
managed by Donald Campbell, while hold- 
ing at Chino will be continued under the 
management of Mardo Campbell, who has 
been largely responsible for the excellent 
results obtained there. 

In commenting on the strides made by 
dairymen of San Bernardino County, Mur- 
do Campbéll states this has been due in a 
large measure to the consistent culling out 
of the low producers, almost 300 head hav- 
ing been culled out during 1925 in the 
members’ herds. He says that in 1923 there 
were only two cows in the Association with 
a production of 600 pounds of fat or more 
in a year, which number had increased to 
nineteen head by 1925. Furthermore, he 
says, in 1923 there were only sixteen cows 
that were credited with a production of 
500 pounds of fat in a year, while by 1925 
this number had increased to 83 cows; in 
1923, there were only forty-four cows that 
had produced 400 pounds of fat and in 1925 
the number of 400-pound producers had in- 


creased to 265 head, certainly an excellent. 


tribute to dairymen who had taken advan- 
tage of the cow-testing association. 

Mr. Campbell is a firm believer in the 
Association plan and as proof of the re- 
sults obtained througli the testing work 
states that in a given herd of sixty cows 
an increase of 150 pounds of fat per cow 
means an additional income of over $8000 
per year at average fat prices. This in- 
crease, he states,.can be accomplished if 
dairymen will practice constant culling of 
the low producers, feed properly for such 
production and use pure-bred sires of 
known high-producing ancestry. 


CUT DOWN ON COTTON .

The bull's sister 
made a record of 878 pounds of butter in a 
year when but two and one-half years old; 
his dam has a year’s record of 25,000 pounds 
of milk and 1060 pounds of butter, and one 
of her daughters made over 900 pounds of 
butter in a year as a four-year-old. His 
grandsires and dams were royally bred and 
all had daughters with high records. 

It is believed that Sir Victor Twtight will 
do much toward building up the dairy in- 
dustry of Kern county. As an index of his 
influence, he was used on grade cows re- 
garded as not worth keeping, and four 
daughters have freshened. One of these 
freshened late in November of last year. In 
the three months following she produced an 
average of 1038 pounds of milk and of 44.4 
pounds of butter fat per month. The other 
three freshened in January, and in the three 
months following one produced an average 
per month of 37.8 pounds of fat ; one, 42.4 
pounds and one 54.1 pounds. The four heif- 
ers averaged 1.52 pounds of fat à day for the 
three-month period. This would indicate 
an average production above 500 pounds of 
butter fat in the first year of lactation for 
these heifers, all of decidedly inferior line- 
age on the dame’ side.

EL CENTRO.—During the month of April 
fifty herds containing 1477 cows were test- 
ed in the Imperial County Testing Associa- 
tion. The average producticn for the month 
was 722 pounds of milk and 27.9 pounds of 
butter fat. 


The highest record for butter fat during 
the month was 68.7 pounds made by a cow 
belonging to E. T. Parker and Son, Calexico. 
The five highest cows in one herd were 
those of H. G. Farnsworth, El Centro, pro- 
ducing 265.9 pounds of fat in April. There 
were 165 cows which produced forty or more 
pounds of butter fat during the month and 
thirteen of these were in the 32-cow herd of 
Mr. Farnsworth. + 


Northwest Fruit Hit 


When the temperature fell to 15 to 24 
degrees on three successive nights, April 18, 
19 and 20, enough was done to very 
materially reduce fruit crop prospects in the 
Northwest, according to a report issued by 
the California Department of Agriculture. 
Estimates of the injury in the Yakima, We- 
natchee, Hood River and Walla Walla dis- 
tricts are as high as 50 per cent loss in the 
apple crop, with pears, peaches and prunes 
reduced to one-fifth to one-third of a normal 
crop, and cherries perhaps to a negligible 
production. It is believed that 90 per cent 
of the Delicious apple crop has been lost.

Buyers 
came to Phoenix and bought liberally, ap- 
proximately 50 per cent of the crop being 
sold for cash. Prices have averaged over 
$2 a crate thus far during the season, and 
early sales at $2.75, f.o. b. Phoenix, were re- 
ported. The demand has been steady 
through the season. 


The magnitude of the business transacted — 
in the Arizona lettuce deal is shown by the 
fact that about $5,500,000 has been paid for 
the production of 7000 cars of winter and 
spring lettuce in this State. This included 
the wages of 4500 men in the fields and 
1500 more in the packing houses, $300,000 
for trucking $75,000 for land rentals, $560,- 
000 for crates, $350,000 for ice, $75,000 for 
seed and $2,800,000 for freight and refriger- 
ation. 

Tentative arrangements have been made 
to open a new lettuce district in the vicinity 
of Duncan in the Gila Valley. Here it is 
proposed to sign up 1900 acres of lettuce 
that will come in between the Phoenix win- 
ter crop and the Phoenix spring,crop. The 
farmers are being told by the buyers that 
the demand for lettuce is increasing and 
that Duncan Valley growers could fill in 
perfectly before and after the Phoenix crops 
in eastern markets. If enough contracts 
can be signed, the buyers propose to build 
a packing- house there at once.

The pole lima bean can be planted in the 

larger gardens. It is, not generally as early 
as the bush bean, buf will bear over a long- 
er period. Perhaps the best pole lima bean 
for the home garden is King of the Garden, 
which is a vigorous grower bearing large 
pods five to eight inches in length. Another 
sort which is sometimes planted is the Giant 
Podded pole lima. It is a very large sort, 
the 2 often measuring seven to nine 
inches in length. It is invariably fine in 
flavor. 

It is the bush lima, however, which is 
most popular here and in the East for home 
garden planting. The Fordhook lima is a 
universal favorite. This sort is more of the 
old “butter bean” type than any of the oth- 
er varieties that are commonly grown. Bur- 
pee’s Improved and Burpee’s Bush are also 

good sorts, while the Henderson Bush, also 
called the Baby Lima, the same bean 
grown for dry stock on large areas in Call- 
fornia, is also a fine variety for the home 
garden. The Henderson Bush can either be 
utilized for green pole beans or planted 
along the borders of the pathways in the gar- 
den where they make a fine ornamental edg- 
ing. The plants can be left in this position 
until the pods are dry and then the beans 
can be stored away for winter use. 

THEY'RE PARTICULAR 

The first essential for success in growing 
lima beans in the garden is a proper soil 
condition. The seed of the lima bean will 
rot in soil which is too moist or too cold. It 


is for this reason that late planting is desir- 


able. The best way to prepare soil for the 
planting of this crop at this season of the 
year is to check up the area to be planted, 
flood it thoroughly, and then, when it is in 
the right condition, spade it as deeply as 
possible. However, plantings should not 
be made until the moisture supply is just 
a bit less than one would have it for the 
planting of any other kind of seed. No wa- 
ter should be given again until the beans are 
well above the surface of the soil. 


In planting limas it is best to level the 
plot carefully after plowing and plant the 
seed on the level in rows the distance apart 
varying with the type of bean planted. For 
instance the pole sorts must be giver great- 
er space, while rows of the larger bush 
types must be spaced farther apart than 
the Henderson Bush. The best spacing for 
pole beans is to have the rows three feet 
across with the hills 15 to 20 inches apart. 
In such a case three plants may be allowed 
to remain in each hill, although more should 
be planted and later the plants should be 
thinned out. For the Fordhook and other 
larger bush types, rows should be three feet 
to forty inches across, with the hills two 
feet apart. The Fordhook especially is a 
rank grower and often reaches a height of 
twenty-four inches. However, the Hender- 
son Bush can be planted in rows two and a 
half feet across with the seed drilled in- 
stead of planted in hills.

For pole limes stout stakes should be fur- 
ished for support. These stakes should ex- 
tend at least four feet above the surface of 
the ground and often, with rank growing 
vines, three stakes tied together at the top 
will serve better than a single support. 

Subsequent care of lima beans takes into 
consideration irrigation, cultivation and pest 
control. Regular applications of water ev- 
ery week or ten days will be sufficient. Such 
applications should not be too heavy, but reg- 
ularity is important. Careful cultivation 


should follow irrigation and all weeds should | 


be kept down in the planting. 


Lima beans in California are attacked by 
several pests, chiefly red spider, weevil, 
aphis, and, occasionally, the western twelve- 
spotted beetle and the striped cucumber 
beetle. The last-named pest attacks the 
plantings when they are very young, often 
causing serious damage, and is very hard 
to centrol, but dusting with a compound of 
arsenate of lead is generally of material as- 
sistance. The white larvae often feed up- 
on the roots and at this step they may be 
controlled by pouring a cup of 40 per cent 
nicotine sulphate diluted to 1000 parts of 
water around the base of the planting. Bor- 
— mixture is also of some value as a 

lant. 

or bean aphis, use 5 per cent nicodust. 
The best way to eliminate damage from red 
spider is to keep the plants in a healthy 
growing condition. However, if they be- 
come infested, begin sulphuring as soon as 
the mites appear and continue through the 
summer, using dry sulphur and finally sul- 
phur and ground dry hydrated lime mixed 
nine parts of sulphur to one part of lime. 

Dry beans which are intended for winter. 
use should be treated with carbon bisul- 
phide to kill the larvae of the weevil, which 
causes severe losses. The beans should be 
placed in an airtight receptacle, and an op- 
en dish or a rag ball saturated with carbon 
bisulphide laid on.top of them. An ounce of 
this chemical is recommended for every 


100 pounds of beans. Keep the carbon bisul- 


phide away from fire, or open flame of any

Of the six 
varieties of oats tried out, Kanota was in- 
dicated as the best, with Sunrise making a 
good showing, especially for hay. Of the 
four varieties of barley planted, the best re- 
sults were obtained with Hero, and Atlas 
was placed second. 

Following the meeting a tour was made of 
the grain growing districts in the Moreno 
and Diamond valleys and near Winchester. 
The condition of the fields was found excel- 
lent, and harvesting is expected to becia 
the latter part of the month.

The ground is 
subsoiled and a hole blasted where each 
tree is to be planted, this being dug out to 
a depth and diameter of four feet and filled 
with water, after whigh it is refilled with 
earth. Shortly before the time to plant the 
tree the hole is dug out again and the earth 
mixed with tankage, barnyard manure and 
commercial fertilizer. The tree is then set 
and the ground is given a good soaking. This 
method has been found to induce a vigorous 
growth of the new trees and is said to be 
the system followed by the Chapmans in all 
their plantings.
